lhe question each community 


must determine is whether Its bcjs 
and git Is are to become asseU or 
liabilities and the attitude ot the clii- 
zens ot each community toward this 
question wit! quite likely determine 
the answer. Dr. Johnson said, some 
taxpayers ivill look upon playgrounds 
as -i tad. but the facts as experience 
has unquestionably ehovn, are that 
playgrounds are effective in prevent- 
ing larger outlays for disagreeable 
tasks tatei. 
These comments were embraced in a 


very interesting and profitable addrtsv 
in vi hi(.h I>! Johnson declared that 
the gathering of so many men and 
women on a week-day for the pur- 
pose of promoting the welfare of the 
children of the county «as a 
ro- 


marfllbJe one. 
Were it of bankers 


or dairymen it -would be expected, 
because material benetlts would tof- 
3ow, 
but v.hen saving child life Is in- 


volved t,o many are indifferent, though 
it is a most important question Your 
presence, said he, is evidence Yhat you 
beleive in the work and love it. To 
do this work pays dividends bejond 
the computation of your most capable 
accountants, the speaker declared. 


He emphasized that if society is to 


avoid n race of weaklings that eveiy 
chila should be given a fair chance to 
develop into full manhood and ww- 
rnanhood 
Neglect and ignorance of 


the simple rules governing the growth 
and development of the child are the 
chief causes of our trouble and such 
societies as this spreads enlighten- 
ment.

to you about some of the matters we 
are considering at Washington. When 
President Harding took

Since 
March 4th, we Iiave re-educed the ex- 
penditures of the government, based 
on-e-stlmatea made by the last admin- 
istration, over a billion and a hfiW 
dollars, and the department heads 
have promised that they will keep 
down these expenses at least toOO,- 
000,004 more than the sum allowed. 


We have created a Budget bureau 


and the Pre'wdent has appointed Gen- 
eral Dawes us the presiding officer. 


We have created a bureau for the 
reorganisation of the departments of 
the government, presided over by Mr. 
Brown of Ohio., 
These two corn missions are working 


together. They are abolishing useless 
olnces and doing away with the ac- 
tlvitl<-s of government not absolutely 
necessary. 
Before the war the money to run 
the government was obtained by a 
tariff tax on Imports and an Internal 
revenue tax upon liquor and tobacco. 
These, with the postal revenues, gave 
us all the lunds necessary to operate 
the business of the 
nation 
Now, 


despite every eHort to economize, li 
will cost this year upwards ot J4,000,- 
000,000,

This vast sum la necessary because 


of the fact that we must spend Jl,- 
000,000,000 annually for interest on 
our 
bonds, 
J2SO, 000,000 
for 
the 


amortization of our debt: $500,000,003 
for the cars of the sick and wounded 
soldiers of the "world war; (260,000.- 
000 for Spanish and Civil war veter- 
ans and widows. This, together wltti 
$700,000.000 for the a-rmy and naiy 
this year and other departments of 
the government, will easily account 
tor the vast sums required,

our pre-war budget. 
It will be * 
generation before our debt is paid. 
Then too, the aujipllts which th* *ov- 
ernment must purchase will never be 
a* cheap as they were before. 
In the making of our n«w income tax 


law -we must repeal the excess profit* 
lax and the higher surtaxes. In do- 
ing this, I am certain w« will con- 
tribute largely toward a reveal ot 
business and a restoration of con a* 
dence on tb<i part of our (treat Indus- 
tries. Wo must, UN far as possible, 
repeal what we are pleased, to call 
the nuisance tax on clothing, trans- 
portation and the number of things 
on which taxea are now levied and 
which we need In every-day Itfe. 
In consideration ot our new tariff 


lawa, we must give every thought to 
the »ntn and women of the nation, 
who are the great 
producers, 
the 


buntneo') men tn the great cities, the 
workers they employ, and perhaps 
moat Important of al!—the farmer. 


It was my prHilege when tho emer- 
gency tariff bill wan passed, at the 
suggestion of your good Congressman, 
Mr. Clarke, to propose an amendment 
to the bill, which fixed the tariff on 
dairy products, ilr. Clarke insisted 
upon this and 1 took his advice. There 
was no class of business in America 
that needed protection more than tn«s 
farmers of this country, 
Congre» 
agreed with my proposal and today 
an equitable tariff Is levied upon the 
products which compete with those of 
the

of Delaware county. 


Despite this tariff, prices have oeen 
going down with you and that la 
caused 
by the g*n*iml depression 


throughout the world. But with the 
passage of the permanent tariff law 
and the reduction of taxes in 
the 


revenue and now under consideration 
I am confident a revival of business 
confidence will come. 
Never before 


was tho prospect for good times more 
certain; all we need is confidence In 
our country and each other and then 
go to work. 
To yuote Secretary of the Treasury 


John Sherman, who when asked con- 
cerning the resumption of specie pay- 
ment after the civil war, said, "the 
way to resume Is to resume." 
If I were asked the best way to 
restore business confidence, my advice 
would be for everyone to go to work 
and produce. There are just as many 
mouths to feed, lust as many backs tu 
clothe.
